This Office Action is in response to the papers filed on November 18, 2003. 

Claim 6 is objected to because "wherein said transflective surface is selected 
from the group consisting of: Si02, Ti02" should read, "wherein said diffusing surface 
is selected from the group consisting of: Si02, Ti02" (see the specification at page 3, 
lines 16-17). Correction is required. 

Claim 11 is objected to because "said transflective surface shape" lacks 
antecedent basis. Correction is required. 

Independent claim 12 is objected to because "LEDs positioned on a substrate" 
(line 4) should read "LEDs positioned on a substrate : and " (i.e., claim 12's two steps 
should be connected by "; and"). Correction is required. Claims 13-22 depend on 
independent claim 12 and are thus similarly objected to. 

Claim 17 is further objected to because "wherein said transflective surface is 
selected from the group consisting of: Si02, Ti02" should read, "wherein said diffusing 
surface is selected from the group consisting of: Si02, Ti02" (see the specification at 
page 3, lines 16-17). Correction is required. 

Claim 22 is further objected to because "said transflective surface shape" lacks 
antecedent basis. Correction is required. 

Claims 1-5 and 7-10 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

United States Patent 6,873,092 (Tomoda et al.) is relevant to this application. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the allowable solid-state 
display taken as a whole, including the reflecting surfaces, diffusing surface and 
transflective surface. 
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This application is apparently in condition for allowance except for the above 
formal matters.
